the trial of severs) persons complained of as 
Idlers and Vtfrants and dieturbeis of the pub- 
lic peace. Four men irom Orriogtoo were ad- 
judged guilty and sentenced to thirty days each 
in the House of Correction. 

The following persons were tried and sent- 
enced to the House of Correction Samuel Web- 
ster Jr. of Exeter thirty dnyw, Daniel Oakes ol 
Bangor fifteen days, Nancy Oakes and Lliz i 
Oakes, daughters of Daniel five days each and 
Charles E. Bodge of Bangor five days. 

These persons were complained of aa vagrants 
having no visible means of support, yet it was 
thought best by the Judge to allow the testimo- 
ny to cover the ground generally, touching all 
the proceedings relating to the meetings of the 
adventists. 

There was evidently a misunderstanding 
among the spectators, of many of the technical 
terms in use among the adventists, and which 
have a common use, we believe, with some oth- 
er orders of christians, such as 'salute,* 'em- 
brace,' 'slain upon the Moor,' 'shouting,' 'laugh, 
ing,' &c. Whenever these terms occurred in 
the testimony, they created much merriment, 
as though they expressed something superlative- 
ly funny, or something strangely evil. Tbia 
was specially the case when the acts which 
these terms express were described. 

We were present during the most of the trial 
of five of the persons sentenced, and, opposed 
as we most decidedly are, to the course which 
the adventists pursue — to their vociferous meet- 
ings — to their morbid ideas of making sacrifices 
— th?ir abandonment of labor as some of them 
have and their advocacy of the duty of all do- 
ing this — of their expressions of joy by danc- 
ings, violent gestulations &c, Nevertheless, no 
one, it seeir to us, can converse with these 
people and see them attentively studying the 
Bible and expressing a willingness to suffer any 
thing and all things for Christ, without being 
struck with the apparent basis of earnest sincerity 
n them. They take the Bible literally ,and seem 
to feel that the Infinite Jehovah speaks to them 
personally and they must obey — they lovt to 
obey, regardless of all consequences. We think 
that much of this is the result of a morbid state of 
the feelings It is one extreme, of which abso- 
lute indifference to all Gods commands, is the 
other. Both extremes are to be deplored. 

While there is reason in the complaints 
made against the adventists for their abandon 
mentof ail meahs of obtaining a living; there is 
also cause of objection against that state of pub- 
lic feeling which can raise a shout of triumph in 
seeing a company of men and women removed 
from the duties and delights of society to a 
prison, under the sentence of the law. This 
was witnessed here and under circumstances 
calculated to shock every right minded man. 

There is an impression, deeply seated in the 
public mind that social crimes are perpetrated 
at some of the adventist meetings and that more 
or less of what is considered indecent conduct 
is enacted there, and that something analagous 
to the spirituul wife system of Cochran and 
some of the Mormons, is encouraged. 

Perhaps nothing of the kind is encouraged, 
but this public impression causes great public 
excitement, it is to be hoped that calm reflec- 
tion — the kind efforts of friends and the bless- 
ings of Heaven may be productive of calmer 
and wiser views of God's government, and 
man's duty regarding it.

As soon as silence was partially restored, Mr 
F iirchild arose, and in a manner quite collected 
yet full nf deep feeling, briefly addressed the 
Court. He said that when he first learned of 
an indictment against him, he resolved to place 
himself wtihin the jurisdiction of the State, 
and as soon as he could make the proper ar- 
rangements, to meet the charges before a tribu 
nal of his countrymen. He has done so, and 
the result was announced. He forgave his ene- 
mies — those who had brought him and his to 
suffering and to poverty — and he hoped they 
might be forgiven by the God of mercy, in the 
great day when alt were to be judged. 

During the trial his awn lip« had been sealed; 
but he now declared, in the presence of the as- 
sembly and before his Maker, his most solemn 
protestation that he was innocent of all the 
charges brought against him. He thanked "the 
< ouitfor the impartiality with which the trial 
had been conducted— the County Attorney for 
his courtesy and liberality — and the jury for 
their just and righteous verdict. 

The Court adjourned at the conclusion of Mr. 
F.'s remarks; and he was then sui rounded by 
a host of friends, who extended to hiin and his 
family their warmest congratulations.
